Service Man,” 


Red Cross Goal 


No service man must be forgotten. 

That is the Christmas goal of the 
Berkeley-Albany Ked Gross Camp 
and Hospital Committee, in its ap- 
peal for Christmas gifts and dona- 
tions for the men, 


Men on ships on the high seas, men 
in restricted areas, men in hospitals 
—all can be cheered by small remem- 
brances from members of the com- 
munity, according to Mrs, James A. 
Dorst, chairman of the committee. 

“Each of us can have an oppor- 
tunity to provide a-gift®for a lone- 
some service man away from home,” 
Mrs. Dorst told members of the 
committee at a recent meeting. 
“Through our committee as a _co- 
ordinating afd distributing agent, 
these gifts will he distributed on 
Christmas to soldiers and sailors who 
otherwise would not be reached.” 
Gifts such as handkerchiefs, play- 
ing cards, small games, hard candy, 
cigarettes, oilskin pouches, wallets, 
wash cloths, razor blades, pocket edi- 
tion books, black, white or khaki 
socks, pencils with clips and hand lo- 
tion are suggested, They will be 
packed in gay red arid green bags 
that are being made especially for 
Christmas. Articles for hospitals, 
however, will not be packed in bags. 
All donated articles should be 
brought, unwrapped, to the Camp 
and Hospital room at 2109 Allston 
Way. Donors may supply wrapping 
materials and signed Christmas cards, 
or the Red Cross gift cards with the 
donor's name may be used, it is an- 
nounced,

Bob, who signed his letter 
“Shyster Jr.” writes a letter which 
we believe merits reproduction in 
whole. Here goes: “Aside from 
thanking you for the monthly 
copies of the Eagle bulletin and 
for the issues of the Albany-Times, 
both of which I always read cover 
to cover and word for word, I 
never felt that I had much to say 
that would be of interest to you 
while I was still in the states. Now 
that I am located “somewhere in 
France,” and remembering the 
things that 1 read which had been 
written home by other members 
and ‘Albanyites,’ I find that they 
really didn’t leave much unsaid. 


“I know now that no matter how 
many printed. words are ever edited, 
or how many pictures published, 
without actually seeing with his 
own eyes the living conditions 
here, and the enormity of the des- 
truction that has taken place, the 
average American will never realize 
just how lucky he is to be living 
in our country.

“Here in France, 
have a pair of shoes, 
worn, that they can wear on Sun- 
days. For the rest of the week, 
the majority must wear wooden 
shoes, which I had always thought 
was typical of only the Dutch. This 
is only one example of many of 
how the fortunes of war have so 
changed a nation that once led the 
way on styles. The French, once 
famous as being masters in sump- 
tious and artful menues, are now 
thankful for all and any food that 
they are lucky enough to get. One 
day a week, those who live out of 
town, at all, make their pilgrimage 
to town, on bikes, a foot, and in 
horse drawn vehicles, to draw their 
weekly rations of food. The small 
towns assume the appearance of 
a real holiday on these occasions. 
Every one standing around in 
small groups, exchanging news and 
gossip, while they wait for the line 
to grow smaller. It is much more 
noticeable in a small town of 
course, but the same thing goes on 
throughout the large ones. 


“Ym telling you, it gives a guy. 
quite a feeling to realize that he 
is helping in any small way when 
he sees the people trying to show 
their appreciation in many small 
friendly ways. I happened to be 
making a trip of eighty or ninety 
miles one of those days that 
the people were going to the towns. 
All along the way they would smile 
and wave, and all of the small kids 
would hold up the “V” for victory 
sign as we passed by.- It makes it 
a little easier being so far from 
home, when you can see their side 
of it, and appreciate their general 
fecings toward us.

“T sure was glad to hear of the 
boost that the picnic gave to our 
building fund ... I’m really look- 
ing forward to lodge affairs of the 
future, and am quite anxious to 
see the old brothers together again, 
and mecting the new ones who will 
mostly be old timers by the time 
that I get back. 

“If you can, possibly, I'd appre- 
ciate your sending the names of the 
Brothers that are also, somewhere 
in France, and the name of their 
outfit. Being signal corp. 1 might 
possibly be able to locate some of 
them. Who knows? 

“Well, being at the end of both 
time and paper, I will close, with 
greetings and best wishes to all.”
